Havuiif come at a lime ualuvorable fur 
work, Ihey have been running around eating up 
their provision.s j now wliun the mining' season 
bus commenced, thoy are UaviiiK worse off then 
wjieu tliry t-aiiie. Of our party who came up in 
the North .Star, two cauocs have t;oiin b.iek to 
Victoria. One of Iho iiieu had a claim in Cali- 
fornia, and was paying a man $'■] a day f(u' keep- 
ing it. Most of Ibo otiiers wore out of boili gmii 
and money. I have seen some eomc here, loiter 
about on shore, aud go back aifaiii without doing a 
hand's turn. Coming up we met a [lariy runiiiuK 
down in. a whale-boat. , I'bcy gave us bad news ; 
Iney said they would not slop to make 5 and li 
bits; they had been all over the country and diel 
not sec whore they could make more. When we 
got up '.hey lol J us lire sanio whale-boat party came 
up us far as Shakcsfiwn, turned about and went 
down again. The Indians arc as honest a lot as 
ever I saw. When we got on shore they were so 
happy to see us that about a dozen of them came 
and encamped beside us. \Vc never missed an 
article. The old eliief Shakes has died, and since 
then they (the Indians) liave shi;l his wife. 

'I'he gold is all over tho country — cverywhero 
one can get the color. Some l.ars pay best from 
high-water up, from I'l to 10 iio.hcs in deplli ; 
others down to the veiy lowest water. Ou tliis 
North Fork the yield is good foe 10 or I'J miles up ; 
beyond that tho gold gets finer until it disappears

' Stickecu Hirer tuns south southeast' as near 
as I can guess, rising in a north northwest-

mi'Untains nnd Ch-cjiIc or Coast ranges. It is

■ Hliekreiii this cmintry is neeupiod by numerous 
tribes of Iiidiaim eail."';! ."^lieks, hence the name 
Slick aud lleen water, (iho .S'i(Us-w.iter). Lcat- 
ing the open country, it enti r.i tlic Cascades by a 
big cniion whi re it is joinc d by a l.uge creek, which 
ou the left rises from Ihe same l.irge lake which 
gives rise to Mass liiver ; this ercek in called 
Stickeen Ycta (Little Stickecu). Further down it 
is joined by Talltan or North Pork on the right, 
and on tlio left it is joined by Hcen-hecna (Water 
of waters), at the mouth of which U a terrific eaiion; 
this creek is also gold-benring. 'There are a great 

;n»any streams running into it of not much impor- 
tance, although the color can be raised on them 
all. The greatest of all below on tho loft side is 
SIch-sec-eiieh.

' nearly a tliousaod acres of land lit for cultivation 
I have not tho least doubt but this will prove to 
''be as'gtiod a gold-baaring country as can be wished 
fpr. All 'hat is wanted to develop the hidden 
riohes of this country arc men of steady persever- 
ing industry. To such men wealth — their natural 
reward— is sure. Those who stop here all winter 

■ will have the best show. AVo will be in need of 
paek-animals in the s])ring. 

All OTcr tho upper country arc Imliaii trails and 
bridges. AVe have any amount of trout and 
salmon ; one can sec saliudii of 1 1 and 20 pounds 
weight lyin^ all over. In the bnsli one cau.puU 
red and black currants in handfulls. Raspberries 
are also abundant. Grouse on tlio mountains arc 
•0 plentiful and lame that one can easily kill them 
with stones. J don't think that 1 will return until 
December, when iho river begins to freeze. There 
is plenty of grub of all sorts hero now. I have 
three months' pirdvislons left yet. I leave to.uior- 
row for Fiddlor'a Bar, where we cm get, a elaiui.

We were lird up 
about half tho time with lu:;!i waler ; tho snow on 
the mountains dissolving about this lime makes the 
river unusu.illv high. 'I he .Stiekeen is a hard road 
to travel— eveii worse than .lord.oi, I believe. Any 
description I could give you would be unite inado- 
((Uiite ; nothing btit'the taoht piodiL'ioirs labor ni'.d 
determination can aceoniplish it. * * * 
Gold is found in small quantities .-ilmosl every- 
whero, but insulUciont to piy a lunu for his Labor. 
Of 'lOO or 600 men I believe there are not over ■V) 
inuking $2 per day, while the nverai^o on the ng- 
gtogato earning* will only bo from oO to 1') ceiils 
per day. Some have made .$.') or $10 in onn ]iar- 
ticular day, i\ud hence the fiilheious rcpo.-ts of 
these mines.

1 am not discuura^'ed, aud 1 believe when it if ]iro5- 
pcclrd well dii:|;ings a* rich and more extensive 
will be found than at Canlijo ; and lo accomplish 
this object wo liave ort;anized a company of 20 
men, drafted from various companies, to pack over 
the Upper Caiion, whieli is supposed lo be 1.')!) or 
2U0 miles in length. (Jreat hopes arc ciitiTlained 
(if the country aliove Ihii Caiion. As the gold in 
the river li fine tl""' gold it is supposed it comes 
from that quarter. We have elected a captniui 6 
prospectors aud ::') packers, who will pack aO lbs — 

2 stationed every 20 miles — and thus have direct 
communication from one end to tho other — it is the 
only means of exploring the country. Wo iiro 
now at or within 10 miles of tho head of naviga- 
tion, and packing is the only means of transport- 
ing supplies at proscnt.

The most 1 havn t.rken out is ii'Z'> 
a day, but have only worked the worst part of it.
